and a jar, the sound of the voices 
seemed suddenly to cease.

readily melted in a few moments from 
the time the fire is started, and at a 
minimum cost. The domestic furnaces 
are brick-walled and conduct hot air 
to various parts of the house through 
flues in much the same manner as the 
ordinary furnace. 

The plant employed for this heat 
generation has much tho appearance 
of an ordinary old-fashionod stove. It 
is four feet six inches high and thirty 
in diameter. Two square draught 
doors open from the side of the drum, 
and by these the amount of heat is 
regulated. An eight-inch stovepipe 
protrudes from the rear, the purpose 
of which is to convey cold air into the 
furnace instead of conveying the hot- 
air out, as in common stoves. In place 
of the ordinary fire grate there is a 
combined grate and firepot of peculiar 
construction. This device consists of a 
circular row of grate-bars placod at a 
distance of eight inches above the main 
pot, which contains the greater part of 
the fuel. The superficial area of these 
upper bars is considerably greater in 
extent than that of the lower grate, so 
that while tho passage of the air 
through the main mass of the fuel is 
somewhat retarded, the currents that 
pass through tho upper bars, meeting 
with less resistance, travel with much 
greater rapidity. In this way two 
separate currents of heated air are 
produced, one of which enormously 
exceeds the other in velocity. 

About fifty pounds of coal — either 
bituminous, authracite or mixed — are 
placed in the grate and a layer of 
kindling-wood placed upon the top. 
The lower draught door being opened, 
tho fire is lighted from above, and. ig- 
nited by the suction blast, burns down- 
wards. Two currents are immediately 
generated, of which tho outside cur- 
rent — that passing through the upper 
grate bars — travels many times faster 
than the central current, which has to 
force its way through the mass of fuel. 
For the space of a few seconds the or- 
dinary products of combustion pass 
through the stovepipe into the chim- 
ney flue. In a moment, however, 
there is the sound of a mighty rushing 
wind, the outward draught is reversed, 
and the air and smoke are driven down 
the flue with a violent motion. At the 
same time the suction blast from the 
draught door rushes up into the com- 
bustion chamber. The double current 
movement has caused the central part 
of the chamber to be many degrees 
cooler than its other parts and thus 
produced a vacuum. The meeting of 
the two new currents produces within 
the chamber a violent rotary cyclonic 
motion on the same general principle

longest period of cyclonic action is the 
coal turned to ashes; although the fur- 
nace becomes so hot as to melt glass 
and iron within three minutes, the car- 
bon which kindles it remains intact. 
The volatile constituents of the coal 
are wasted in some degree, but it has 
been demonstrated that after threo or 
four hours of intense heat its weight 
will have decreased no more than five 
per cent. 

In addition to economy it is claimed 
that the heat created is far in excess 
of that which may be measured by the 
consumption of carbonaceous fuel. 
This would establish as indisputable 
the fact that the atmosphere itself is 
capable of yielding heat in proportion 
enormously greater than any combusti- 
ble substance now known. — Philadel- 
phia letter.

DIESCTION FOR SETTING VS PETTOU’S FENCE MACHINE.— Fet up ihe machine post A iu line with the fence you want to run. Put the fool of 
tlie post A about six niches iu the ground, unless the ground is very solt, then it should go deeper. Put up the biaees C and D one on each side of the post and 
fasten them by putting a long boll through shout Ihe third hole from the top of post A letting the feet stick in the ground. Putin the levers E and fasten 
Iheui in Ihe p<>*t A with a loose piu. Now you are ready to put on Ihe wire. Measure the distance from the first poet B in the fence to the machine post A and - 
back on the lever E four or five feet ; cut off a piece of wire double the length of this distance and lie (he ends together ; fasten one end of the doublet! wire h 
the fence |wist B and put Ihe oilier end through the machine post A above a pin and back under a piu iu lever, nnd back aioug the lever £ a* far as it will go 
and fasten by putting pin in lever in front of wire. Proceed the same way with all of the wires. You can increase Ihe tension of the wires by sliding back 
the weights F under the levers.

A Peculiar Devtea to Which Some People 
Ke-ort ta aiaillug Letters. 

While in the postmaster's room in 
the Boston post-office the writer’s at- 
tention was attracted by an impression 
which an official was plaoing on the 
back of a bunch of letters in red ink by 
moans of a hand stamp. The impres- 
sion read; “Received under cover at 

the post-office, Boston, Mass., from 

, to be forwarded in the mall.” 

The official seemed to take great de- 
light in placing the tell-tale stamp on 
the back of the envelopes. When his 
apparently agreeable task was finished 
the reporter began to inquire into the 
philosophy of the thing. 

“We receive a great many letters 
under cover,” began the official, “to 
be forwardod in the mail. Most of 
these letters, I suspect, are sent by the 
class of people who indulge in anony- 
mous communications. Ignorant of 
the regulation of the postal service, 
which requires such letters to bo 
stamped at the office from which they 
are dispatched to the addresses, the 
senders imagine the recipients can 
be deceived by resorting to this 
crafty device. To bo sure, all 
who send letters in this, way are not 
prompted by a malicious purpose. Fre- 
quently the sender incloses a note to 
the postmaster, giving his or her name, 
and explaining the reason for forward- i 
ing the letter under cover. Many peo- j 
pie do it as a joke or for the purpose of ■ 
mystifying the receiver."

His counsel in financial mat- 
ters is highly esteemed by Her Maj- 
esty’s Government and his life, like 
that of his predecessor, is devoted to 
money-getting. More Jewish in ap- 
pearance than either of his brothers, 
his character and habits more clearly 
indicate his Hebraic origin. 

Alfred de Rothschild is also very ir- 
regular in his attention to business in 
“the Lane.” He is not generally 
credited with any particular aptitudo 
for playing the great game of finance, 
but has charge of tho routine businoss 
of the firm. Almost any morning on 
tbe stroke of eleven his neat brougham 
may be seen pulling up at the corner 
of Cannon street and St. Swltbin’s 
Lane, whenco its elegantly-attired 
owner proceeds on foot to his office. 
He is a handsome man. of medium 
stature and dark complexion, and his 
features are only slightly indicative of 
his Semitic origin. In private life he 
is something of a sybarite; his taste in 
works of art are highly cultivated; he 
is a liberal patron of some of the first 
painters of the day, and an ardent and 
discriminative collector of old china 
and bric-a-brac. 

Leopold de Rothchild does not re- 
semble his brothers either in his feat- 
ures or mode of life. Tho younger 
brother takes but littlo part in the 
business of the great house, and rarely 
puts in an appearance in St. Swithin's 
Lane. He is a somewhat delicato- 
looking man, of fair coraploxion, with 
a mild, kindly face. A liberal ptKroii 
of the drama, he is rarely absent from 
his box at the opera or his stall at the 
theater on “first nights,” and ho num- 
bers among his friends many of the 
leading members of the profession. 
He is in the Prince of Wales set, and 
is on terms of intimacy with th« heir 
apparent. But it is as an owner of 
race-horses that Leopold de Rothschild 
is, perhaps, best known to the 
English people. While lacking 
his late uncle’s enthusiasm in 
his pursuit of the national 
sport of Britons, he maintains a large 
stable of thoroughbreds at Newmar- 
ket, where he also has a residence, 
and it may be fairly said that there 
are no colors more popular on the turf 
than the Rothschild blue and yellow. 

One estimable characteristic of the 
English Rothschild may be noted as 
the common possession of each of the 
three brothers. Their charity knows 
no limit, their sympathy once enlisted 
on behalf of a worthy object Their 
names aro never missing from any 
public subscription list, while their 
private beuevolonces are ever dis- 
pensed with open hand and presum- 
ably cheerful heart — Philadelphia
